Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  29th  Annual  Report  on 
the  welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
been  most  satisfactory  during  the  year  . 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  s.iown  a  definite  increase  being 
2C  .4  compared  with  15.6  fer  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.6  is  similar  to  that  in  England 

and  Wales  . 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  amongst 
children  at  the  age  of  one  year  and  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  . 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
but  this  increase  has  been  due  almost  entirely  to  measles.  Only  one 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year.  No 
case  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  has  been  notified.
